Section I: Reasons for Allowance (4 Office Action) 



4. While Miller et al. ("JSIM: A Java-based Simulation and Animation Environment) 
(hereafter Miller) teaches a simulation comprising a simulation reference which includes 
simulation reference simulator comprises: an item manager for loading properties of 
each of said items of the simulation model; and an event manger for processing the 
simulation model (claim 1 ); a method of conduction simulations comprising: defining a 
simulation model, communicating said model to a simulation reference simulator; and 
providing an output of modeled events (claim 9); a computer system for performing 
simulations comprising: a host for providing a simulation model comprising simulation, a 
simulation reference simulator for processing said simulation model and an output 
terminal for outputting the processes of said simulation model (claim 23) Huang et al., 
(Huang et al., "Building a Web-Based Federated Simulation System with Jini and XML") 
a computer-readable storage medium having computer-readable program code devices 
embodied therein for simulating events, comprising: instructions representing a 
simulation model having a plurality of items wherein each Item represents an article, 
process or system and includes a Property, said Property including an ItemClass for 
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associating items (claim 17), Nooe of these references taken either alone or in 
combination with the prior art of record disclose a resource SRML simulation model, 
including: 

• (claim 1)"includes simulation behavior and structure of items contained therein by 
way of simulation specific scripts and markup wherein said simulation reference 
simulator responds to said simulation specific scripts" 

• (claim 9) "having simulation specific scripts with Simulation Reference Markup 

• Language (SMRL) that is domain specific to simulations" 

• (claim 17) "comprising simulation specific scripts" 

• (claim 23) "comprising simulation specific scripts". 

While Miller teaches an item manager for loading properties of each of said 
items of the simulation model; and an event manger for processing the simulation 
model, none of these references taken either alone or in combination with the prior art 
of record disclose Simulation Reference Markup Language (SMRL), including 
simulation specific scripts, in combination with remaining elements and features of the 
claimed invention. 

It is for these reasons that the applicant's invention defines over the prior art of 

record.
